Few Indiana men were more generally 


known than the late and lamented James 
A. McGahan, the famous newspaper cor- 
respondent, and few names are more 
deeply engraved in tho hearts of the 
people of then- own juid other nations. 
From the fact that McGahan was well 
known in Fort Wayne and frequently 
visited here, an account of his life will 
certainly bo of interest. Still further 
interest has been created in the history 
of tho young man from the action taken 


t>y the last legislature of hi» uativestato, 
Ohio, in bringing his remains to that 
state, his birth-place, for interment. 
The following account of his life and 
services have been obtained from several 
sources and many points from an inti- 
mate friend who is well known to tho 
writer: 


MoGahan was horn in Perry county, 


3hio, June 4, 1844, bis father being 
Irish born and his mother, though bom 
n the United States, of Irish parentage. 
Sis surrounding wore of a most humble 
character, his home being alog cabin lo- 
cated on a small form. But these were 
Favorable to the development of an active 
and vigorous mind, and he early eri- 
lenced tho possession of more than ordi- 
nary ability. He was a great reader of 
history, biography and of the best liter- 
ature, and used to delight the children 
with whomhe associated with stories from 
ho books he had read His early edu- 
cation was obtained at Pigeon's Roost. 
Ho much desired to be a school teacher, 
and when, at seventeen years of age, he. 
aprjljed for the Pigeon's Roost school, 
and it was refused him on account of his 
youth though the directors weresatisfied 
as to his intellectual qualifications, his 
ailure to get it nearly broke his heart, 
and he left thatpart of the country, and! 
tis said, never returned. Going to 
Huntington, Ini, where he remained 
everal years. He found employment in' 
various pursuits.. He taught school 
iuring the winter months and in the 
ummer worked at any thing which he 
oundto do, he was for a time employ- 
din a brick yard and afterwards found 
employment in the Democrat office, 
diich was -then controlled by& F. 
Vinter, whose name is familar to many 
of THE SENTINEI/S readers in this city, 
lis ambition spurred him to the accom- 
Hishmant of greater deeds than the 
mere setting of type and working an old' 
land press, and he at length finally de- 
ermined to go to St. Louis hi order to 
leriect himself in book-keeping. 
At 


his time he had no intention of going to 
Europe, but had his eye fUed upon the 
profession [of law and was patiently 
awaiting an opportunity to .perfect him- 
eK in his chosen profession. In com- 
lany with a friend, who now resides at 
luntington, he entered a commercial 
chool in St. Louis, but his friend re- 
mained only a short time, leaving Mo- 
Gahan alone. He, after a time, secured 
» position as book-keeper in a large firm 
of that city, and then it was that he de- 
ermined to to go to Europe for .the pur- 
pose of finishing his education. 
In 


coming to this decision he waslnrgelyin- 
luenced by his steadfast friend, Gen. 
Phil Sheridan, whose birth-place was 
near that of MoGahan's, and who took a 
ieep interest in the young man. In 
"•868, Jim, as he was known, sailed for 
!urope, and in the beginning 
Of his 


onrney, stopped in this city and spent 
he day with several friends. He settled 
n Brussels and devoted himself to his 
tudies, but he became acquainted with 
i correspondent of .the Now York Herald, 
who urged him to send that paper a 
cablegram and see if it would be pub- 
lished. He finally did so and shortly 
afterwards received a commission from 
Mr. Bennett. This was tho beginning 
of his career as a journalist and the

Jetween Germany and France began, he 
vas employed by the //eraM toreportit, 
which he did to its satisfaction and the 
Measure of its readers. 
He was in Paris 


during the commune and narrowly escap- 
ed losing his life. 


After that war closed McGahau spent 


some months reporting, the conference 
upon the Alabama claims at Geneva, and 
in visiting several popular rraorts in 
southern Russia. In 1873 ho was com- 
missioned by the Herald to accompany 
Jen. Kauffman in his expedition against 
ihiva. Tho Russians were determined 
hat no correspondent should accompany 
he expedition, and all abandoned their 
ntcntion of doing so except McGahan, 


who, without giving any intimation as to 
•what he would do, quietly started on bis 
daring journey across 
the 
trackless 


steppes. Though adetatchmentof troops 
was sent in pursuit, ho out-traveled them, 
and they were finally obliged to give up 
the chase, not, however, until they had 
made their question, "Have yon seen the 
American?" of national interest. 
Hnc.h a 


ride as McGnhan's was deemed impossi- 
Mo, and his story would not have been 
believed bnt that his leaving Fort 1'e- 
trovsky on a certain date and arriving at 


Gen. Kauf&nan'B camp, on the Osus 
river, about a mouth later, was vouched 
for by unimpeachable witnesses. Despite 
the fact that his orders had been din- 
obeyed, Gen. K«iiffm«» welcomed him, 
called him a bravefellow, and the emper- 
or, when he heard of his courageous 
journey, presented him with the order of 
St. Stunislans. The officers and soldiers 
took him to their arms .and henceforth 


itil his death he was the most beloved 


of any foreigner by the Russian soldiers. 
The story of his adventures during this 
aemorial campaign is told in his book, 
'Campaigning on the Oius and the Fall 
of Khiva." The Herald was the only 
paper which gave a report of the war, 
and when 
tho adventures of Mc- 


Guhau become known through Rus- 
sian sources, he immediately became fa- 
mous. 


lu 1875 McGahau went with an expe- 


dition sent out by the New York Jlcrukl 
to the Arctic regions. In 1876 ho made 
uu engagement with the London Doily 
New*, and the summer of that year 
found him ut Constantinople. Froc. 
time to time rumors were hi circulation 
that irregular Turkish troops called 
Bashi-Bazouks, had committed

and thtttaniuvestigutionswasdemanded. 
The rumors were denied by the authori- 
ties, but so impressed was McGahan 
;hot there Was some grounds for them 
;hat he resolved to investigate them him- 
self. Accompanied by Eugene Schuyler, 
to started for Bulgaria, and though 
every obstacle was tlurown in his way by 
;he authorities, he successfully prose- 
cuted his work. He found that the ru- 
mors circulated in Constantinople to 
laye been but a tithe of tho truth. 
Everywhere he went he saw the ground 
strewn with dead bodies, mutilated in 
she most horrible manner. No pains had 
been taken to bury them, and the dogs 
were feasting upon human flesh. Tho 
result of his investigationi showed that 
thousands of men, women and children 
lad been massacred, and the most horri- 
i\e outrages had been practiced upon the 
unfortunate people, a record of which in 
unfit for print. 


MoGahan's soul was fired with indig- 


nation, and he told the people that within 
a year he would return with the army of 
the Czar and avenge them. 
His letters 


aroused the civilized world, especially 
England and . Russia. 
Enssia was 


prompted by them to declare war against 
Turkey, which resulted in the Berlin 
Congress of 1878, and tho changes made 
thereby in the map of Europe. 


After the cessation of hostilities Mc- 


Gahan went to Constantinople, where he 
died June 9, 1878, of black typhus fever, 
which he contracted while nursing Lieu- 
tenant Green, the • American military 
attache with the Russian army, leaving 
a wife, a Russian lady, and little boy. 
He was buried on his thirty-fourth birth- 
day, in tho Greek cemetery at Pera. 
His wife, a very estimable lady, now re- 
sides in New York city, and a number of 
liis relatives are residents pf Toledo. 


It is certainly gratifying to know that 


the remains of so illustrious a man are 
soon to be interred hi his native state, 
although his own people gave him such 
itfelo encouragement in the commence- 
ment of his life.
